Reasons for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
presented 12/3/2009 have overcome the 1 1 2-1 st paragraph rejection of record. The 
amendment to the specification on November 4, 2009 had been entered and had 
overcome the incorporation by reference and new matter objections/rejections. 

2. The prior art of record does not teach the presence of a cytosine at polymorphic 
position -31 of 11-1 p, position1903 of SEQ ID NO 11, indicates that a human subject 
being treated with everolimus is predisposed to a serum cholesterol concentration of 
greater than 239 mg/dL.
